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TO  THE  COLLECTOR

1 his  should  show  the 
Collector  interested  in  disposing  of  choice  Foreign  material  how  the  Galleries  will  treat 
his  rarities  when  he  brings  them  to  us.  We  can’t  imagine  any  better  way  to  wind  up  a 
series  beloved  for  years  than  presenting  it  to  the  public  in  a quality  Catalogue  worthy 
of  the  owner’s  interest  and  devotion.  In  case  the  point  isn't  clear,  our  idea  of  a quality 
Catalogue  is  the  kind  put  together  right  here  in  the  Galleries.  By  way  of  dropping  this 
subject,  we  can  say  that  we  look  forward  to  seeing  as  many  of  you  as  possible  in  Steinway 
Hall  on  November  9th  and  10th.  Those  who  can’t  quite  make  it  in  person  might  console 
us  by  sending  along  a bid  sheet. 

The  Editor  spends  little  time  reading  current  Numismatic  Periodicals  probably 
because  he  has  an  antiquarian  mind.  Nevertheless  it  must  be  admitted  that  from  time 
to  time  articles  appear  in  some  of  them  that  are  worth  the  attention  of  the  Collecting 
Fraternity  as  a whole,  regardless  of  the  series  in  which  each  one  of  us  may  be  interested. 
With  this  thought  we  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  an  Historical  essay  by  Walter 
Breen  in  the  August  issue  of  the  “Scrapbook  Magazine”,  called  “The  One  Hundred  Year 
Vendetta”.  For  those  who  happen  to  have  inadvertently  skipped  Walter’s  informative 
contribution,  we  will  say  that  he  traces  the  story  of  the  strained  relations  between 
LT.  S.  Government  officials  concerned  with  our  coinage  and  the  coin  Collector,  from  the

earliest  times  to  the  present.  The  tale  he  tells  contains  much  food  for  thought,  particularly 
in  view  of  certain  recent  developments. 

As  a member  of  a very  old  school,  the  Editor  has  frequently  been  puzzled  by  the 
present  attitude  toward  gold  held  in  official  circles.  He  can  remember  when  every  self- 
respecting  grandmother  produced  a Five  Dollar  Gold  Piece  for  her  grandchildren’s  birth- 
days and  for  Christmas.  The  yellow  coin  had  its  charm  and  its  practical  advantages.  Five 
Dollars  was  a great  sum  of  money  for  a small  boy  in  those  days.  The  gold  piece  was 
something  to  be  kept  and  cherished  for  a while  and  not  spent  loosely  or  without  thought. 
Everybody,  even  the  grownups,  approved  of  these  golden  gifts.  They  were  attractive, 
educational  and,  in  the  end,  useful.  From  our  present  vantage  point  the  change  that  has 
taken  place  since  is  little  short  of  astounding. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  withdrawal  of  gold  coins  from  active  use  after  1933. 
The  pros  and  cons  of  President  Roosevelt’s  actions  at  the  time  can  best  be  left  to  the 
economic  historians  whose  ruminations  are  likely  to  have  little  interest  for  the  collector. 
It  is  the  point  of  view  now  prevailing  in  Government  circles  that  puzzles  us.  Somehow 
the  word  “gold”  has  become  enmeshed  in  morality,  or  rather  immorality.  The  native 
American  Puritan  strain  seems  to  have  taken  charge.  Private  possession  of  a gold  coin 
is  no  longer  a fact  but  a moral  issue.  The  possibility  that  one  citizen  might  benefit  to 
some  financial  extent  by  having  a collection  of  gold  coins  makes  the  Government  act 
like  the  theocratic  rulers  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  intent  on  seeking  out  sin. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans  have  profited  by  the  rise  in  real  property  and 
stock  values  since  1945,  and  nobody  in  Washington  is  concerned  about  it.  Yet  the  very 
thought  of  an  American  benefiting  from  a possible  rise  in  the  price  of  gold,  if  that  is 
a practical  issue,  sets  administrative  wheels  in  motion  to  prevent  even  the  remote  pos- 
sibility of  such  a crime  taking  place.  An  attitude  of  this  kind  in  France  would  trigger 
the  next  French  Revolution.  It  is  a common  one  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

There  is  something  about  the  very  idea  of  gold  coin  that  seems  to  go  to  people’s 
heads,  even  the  Editor’s.  In  thinking  about  the  problem  now  affecting  the  Numismatic 
Fraternity  you  have  just  seen  how  he  was  led  to  make  remarks  about  a possible  change 
in  the  price  of  gold.  This  raises  an  issue  of  national  economic  policy  about  which  lie 
knows  nothing.  If  any  useful  editorial  comment  is  made  at  all  it  will  be  found  in  “The 
New  York  Times”.  The  coin  Collector’s  activities  are  too  unimportant  to  have  an)' 
effect  on  national  economic  policy.  In  any  case  the  premium  on  the  average  Collector’s 
specimens  of  gold  coin  makes  the  metallic  content  as  irrelevant  to  any  great  economic 
issue  as  the  canvas  on  which  a Renoir  is  painted,  or  the  paper  on  which  either  a rare 
stamp  or  a Ten  Dollar  bill  is  printed. 

Sitting  in  the  Editorial  chair  as  far  removed  from  the  commercial  turmoil  as  the 
circumstances  permit,  we  just  wonder.  Somehow  we  instinctively  feel  that  the  United 
States  is  still  a great  and  economically  powerful  country.  The  relatively  small  number 
of  gold  coins  even  the  richest  Collector  can  accumulate  is  hardly  likely  to  undermine  the 
Dollar.  We  question  whether  Government  confiscation  of  all  the  gold  pieces  in  private 
hands,  as  well  as  those  in  our  public  Museums,  would  significantly  add  to  our  gold 
reserves.  That  it  would  give  some  the  satisfaction  of  achievement  we  do  not  doubt. 
Vandalism  has  always  had  its  attractions.  But  the  uproar  seems  to  be  out  of  proportion. 
Other  “Collector’s  Items”  of  vastly  greater  unit  value  than  any  gold  coin  or  group  of 
coins  are  left  to  the  unrestricted  taste  and  the  limitations  of  the  individual  purse.  It 
occurs  to  us  that  in  addition  to  the  Puritan  strain  mentioned  above,  we  may  be  wit- 
nessing another  example  of  the  “Vendetta”  discussed  by  Walter  Breen. 
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THE  NUMISMATIC  ORIGINS  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  ROTHSCHILD

The  name  Rothschild  will  undoubtedly  be  familiar  to 
most  of  my  readers  although  probably  only  a few  are 
acquainted  with  the  early  history  of  this  famous  and 
powerful  banking  family.  After  two  world  wars  they  can 
still  be  found  among  the  great  international  bankers.  Their 
name  has  been  synonomous  with  an  almost  legendary 
wealth  for  more  than  a century  and  a half.  In  addition 
they  have  borne  the  burden  of  great  riches  with  exceptional 
grace  and  public  spirit.  Renowned  as  princely  patrons  of 
the  Arts  and  as  great  Collectors,  the  members  of  the  family 
have  also  used  their  resources  to  alleviate  misery  and 
poverty,  advance  education  and  benefit  their  fellow  man 
without  regard  for  race  or  creed  in  ways  too  numerous  to 
describe  here.  An  excellent  biographical  history,  Frederick  Morton’s  The  Rothschilds: 
A Family  Portrait,  has  just  been  published.  Any  reader  who  wishes  to  learn  more 
about  them  would  do  well  to  consult  it.  The  purpose  of  this  discussion  is  to  deal  with 
aspects  of  the  immediate  origins  of  the  Rothschild  wealth  which  may  not  be  so  familiar. 
Curiously  enough  the  family  first  emerged  from  obscurity  in  Frankfort,  Germany,  as 
coin  dealers,  or  “professional  numismatists’’,  as  the  current  terminology  will  have  it. 

The  city  of  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  the  home  of  the  Rothschilds  for  generations, 
was  one  of  the  most  important  in  all  Germany.  Situated  near  the  river  Rhine  and  the 
frontiers  of  France  and  Holland,  it  was  the  gateway  for  trade  with  the  German  States. 
The  great  commercial  fairs  held  each  year  were  an  important  feature  in  the  communal 
business  life  as  they  still  are  today.  Because  it  was  a Free  Imperial  City,  and  the  seat 
of  the  elections  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperors  since  the  14th  Century,  Frankfort  possessed 
various  privileges  which  materially  aided  the  business  and  banking  activities  of  the  in- 
habitants. But  the  city’s  position  as  a commercial  hub  in  18th  Century  Germany  was 
not  without  certain  drawbacks.  The  chaotic  condition  of  the  currency  was  an  ever  pre- 
sent problem.  The  great  number  of  petty  sovereignties  into  which  Germany  was  divided 
resulted  in  a wide  variety  of  coinage.  The  different  values  of  these  pieces,  many  of 
which  had  a quite  similar  appearance,  were  a nuisance  to  the  businessman.  Then  there 
was  a steady  demand  for  local  Frankfort  small  change  on  the  part  of  many  visitors.  So 
it  came  about  that  the  money  changer  had  an  important  role  to  play. 

Meyer  Amschel  Rothschild,  who  was  to  lay  the  foundation  upon  which  his  descen- 
dants’ great  fortune  was  built,  was  born  in  1743,  six  years  before  Goethe.  Both  his 
parents  died  in  1755.  He  found  himself  an  orphan  at  the  age  of  12  with  a small  inheritance. 
When  he  was  only  10  his  father  had  employed  him  in  changing  foreign  gold  and  silver 
coins  into  the  currency  of  his  native  city,  and  he  continued  this  business  on  his  own. 
Frequently  he  found  rare  coins  among  the  ordinary  “money”  he  handled.  In  his  spare 
time  he  began  a serious  study  of  numisatics,  partly  because  he  was  genuinely  interested 
in  the  subject,  and  partly  because  he  already  had  a potential  customer.  Purely  by  chance 
he  had  made  the  acquaintance  of  a Coin  Collector.

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Before  the  death  of  his  parents  Meyer  Amschel  had  spent  some  months  employed  in 
a small  banking  firm  in  Hanover.  There  he  met  the  Hanoverian  General  von  Estorff  who 
was  also  a connection  of  the  ruling  family  of  Hesse.  General  von  Estorff  was  an  ardent 
collector  and  employed  young  Rothschild  to  obtain  pieces  for  his  collection.  The  General’s 
interest  in  coins,  as  well  as  his  personal  relations  with  the  Hessian  Royal  House,  were 
to  have  consequences  more  important  than  either  he  or  his  youthful  numismatic  protege 
could  possibly  realize.  These  consequences  were  not  even  dimly  apparent  when  von 
Estorff  was  attached  to  the  service  of  Prince  William  of  Hesse  in  Hanau,  the  capital  of 
a small  principality  of  only  50,000  inhabitants. 

Prince  William  was  an  extremely  astute  young  man.  He  found  himself  ruler  of 
Planau  by  a set  of  curious  chances.  Plis  father  had  married  a granddaughter  of  King 
George  II  and  a sister  of  George  III.  He  wras  on  bad  terms  with  both  his  wife  and  his 
in-laws  because  he  had  become  converted  to  Catholicism,  a move  considered  to  be  a 
supreme  act  of  bad  faith  by  the  King  of  England  in  those  days.  To  preserve  his  young 
grandson  from  religious  contamination,  the  Protestant  Landgrave  William  VIII  of  Hesse 
removed  him  from  the  custody  of  his  father,  and  made  him  heir  to  the  county  of  Hanau 
in  1760.  General  von  Estorff  aroused  Prince  William’s  interest  in  coin  collecting.  By 
1763  he  was  a dedicated  numismatist  in  his  own  right.  Von  Estorff  warmly  recommended 
Meyer  Amschel  Rothschild,  from  whom  he  had  bought  coins  in  Hanover  several  years 
before.  On  the  strength  of  this  introduction  Rothschild  was  able  to  add  the  Prince  to 
his  growing  list  of  customers.  If  William  had  been  just  another  German  Prince,  and 
there  were  more  than  most  people  could  keep  track  of  at  that  time,  his  impact  on  the 
future  would  have  had  only  a limited  value.  It  takes  more  than  one  good  buyer  to  build 
a fortune.  But  he  was  far  from  an  ordinary  German  Prince.  In  fact  he  belongs  to  that 
select  group  of  money  men  who,  from  the  Medici  to  the  Morgans,  have  made  huge 
fortunes  for  themselves  by  their  shrewd  financial  manipulations.  During  the  early  stages 
of  their  relationship  it  probably  never  occurred  to  the  Prince  that  M.  A.  Rothschild,  his 
Frankfort  coin  dealer,  would  be  another  of  the  same  breed.  But  before  I explain  how 
this  happened  the  reader  might  like  to  know  something  about  the  way  the  coin  business 
was  conducted  at  that  time. 

The  most  striking  aspect  of  the  coin  business  in  the  18th  Century  is  that  it  does  not 
seem  to  differ  very  much  from  what  it  is  today.  In  brief,  Meyer  Amschel  sold  his  coins 
by  issuing  periodical  catalogues.  I am  able  to  illustrate  the  title  page  and  part  of  one 
page  of  a Rothschild  coin  catalogue  now  preserved  in  the  Frankfort  Library.  The  message 
on  the  title  page  reads : 

“If  anyone  is  interested  in  these  beautiful  coins,  which  are  to  be  had  for  a low 
price,  he  should  address  the  owner,  who  has  more  rare  collector’s  coins,  antique 
rarities  and  antiquities  for  sale.” 

This  has  a very  modern  sound  to  it.  The  Talers  offered  in  the  catalogue,  however,  are 
possibly  even  more  illuminating.  It  is  announced  that  the  coins  are  listed  in  accordance 
with  Madai’s  book  “Vollstaendiges  Thaler  Cabinet”  much  as  Coin  Galleries  uses  the 
various  publications  of  Davenport  on  the  same  subject.  The  Madai  number,  the  country, 
type  and  date  of  each  coin  are  given  but  there  is  no  reference  to  condition.  The  average 
price  for  a Taler  was  about  3 Florins  (Gulden).  Since  the  silver  value  of  a Gulden  was 
equal  to  two  thirds  of  a Taler,  the  coins  were  selling  at  what  amounts  to  twice  “face”. 
Although  there  were  about  12.5  Gulden  to  the  English  Pound  in  this  period,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  purchasing  power  of  money  was  much  higher  then  than  it  is  today. 
The  prices  quoted  are  therefore  deceptive  and  not  as  cheap  as  they  may  seem  at  first 
glance. 


There  are  other  points  of  interest  to  be  discovered  by  examining  our  illustration  of 
this  early  Rothschild  list.  Any  modern  Collector  of  Crowns  may  well  wonder  what  the 
cataloguer  meant  when  he  described  Madai  2554  as  a French  Crown  of  1610.  Reference  to 
the  source  shows  that  a Coronation  Medal  of  Louis  XIII  becomes  a Crown  in  Rothschild’s 
list.  There  is  a further  slight  element  of  confusion  in  number  2455,  a Ruble  of  Catherine 
I,  dated  1725.  It  could  be  either  the  so-called  “Mourning  Ruble”  or  the  regular  issue.  The 
catalogue  doesn’t  say  which.  In  any  case  both  are  now  considered  rare  coins.  It  can  be 
added  that  early  Rothschild  coin  catalogues  are  rare  items  in  themselves  today  and 
might  well  be  worth  the  attention  of  a Collector  who  wants  to  build  a library  of  unusual 
numismatic  books.

Meyer  Amschel  devoted  great  care  to  the  cultivation  of  his  princely  customer.  When- 
ever William  came  to  Frankfort  to  visit  the  great  Trade  Fairs  he  was  on  hand  with  a 
nice  selection  of  rare  pieces  to  tempt  him.  During  the  18th  Century  titles  and  Honors 
were  of  vastly  greater  importance  in  the  practical  world  than  they  are  today.  In  1769 
Rothschild  had  petitioned  for  and  been  granted  the  title  of  “Crown  Agent  to  the  Prin- 
cipality of  Hesse-Hanau”,  a designation  that  had  about  the  same  impact  as  the  “By 
Appointment”  warrants  still  granted  by  the  English  Court.  It  was  an  indication  that  he 
enjoyed  Royal  Patronage -a  public  expression  of  his  slender  official  connection  with 
the  little  court  of  Hanau,  and  quite  a feather  in  the  cap  of  a coin  dealer. 
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We  indicated  above  that  Prince  William  had  talents  that  placed  him  in  a class  by 
himself  among  the  other  German  Princes.  He  loved  money,  had  a marked  flair  for 
making  it,  and  hated  to  spend  it.  The  Hessian  House  had  accumulated  large  capital  sums 
by  renting  whole  regiments  of  troops  to  England  as  every  American  school  boy  has 
heard.  William  even  raised  a regiment  in  little  Hanau  and  rented  it  to  his  Uncle,  George 
III.  A large  proportion  of  the  sums  so  acquired  was  invested  in  England.  From  time 
to  time,  however,  cash  was  needed  in  Germany  because  both  William  and  his  father 
were  engaged  in  the  private  loan  business  on  the  side.  Since  England  frequently  paid  in 
bills  of  exchange,  that  had  to  be  discounted,  the  services  of  bankers  and  middlemen  were 
required.  The  discounting  of  bills  had  to  be  arranged  with  a sharp  eye  on  the  market  in 
order  to  realize  the  most  from  them  and  to  avoid  flooding  any  particular  market  at  one 
time.  It  must  be  remembered  that  without  modern  means  of  communication,  business  of 
this  kind  could  be  very  tricky.  The  agents  who  handled  it  frequently  were  possessed  of 
large  sums  of  Hessian  Royal  money  for  months  at  a time,  which  they,  in  turn,  could 
use  profitably.  In  cultivating  his  numismatic  connections  with  Prince  William,  Rothschild 
was  really  trying  to  put  himself  in  the  way  of  being  awarded  some  of  his  patron’s  dis- 
count business. 

The  scope  of  the  Prince’s  business  activities  was  considerably  increased  upon  his 
succession  to  the  throne  of  Hesse-Cassel  in  1785  as  the  Landgrave  William  IX.  He  in- 
herited a country  free  of  all  debt  and  a private  fortune  that  fell  somewhere  between 
twenty  and  sixty  million  Talers.  This,  added  to  his  own  fortune,  made  him  one  of  the 
richest  men  in  Europe.  From  Meyer  Amschel’s  point  of  view,  the  matter  of  Establishing 
wider  business  contacts  thus  became  more  pressing.  One  immediate  difficulty  was  that 
while  Hanau  was  quite  near  Frankfort,  Cassel  was  a good  deal  farther  off  and  it  was 
not  easy  to  maintain  the  connections  he  had  already  established.  Faced  with  a decline  in 
his  business,  he  decided  to  woo  William  IX  numismatically.  In  1787  he  made  a special 
journey  to  Cassel,  bringing  with  him  his  choicest  coins,  medals  and  antique  jeweled  gold 
chains.  These  he  offered  to  the  Prince  at  very  low  prices.  William,  whose  instinct  for  a 
bargain  was  exceptionally  sharp,  eagerly  bought  them,  at  the  same  time  promising 
Rothschild  an  opportunity  to  handle  any  future  bills  of  exchange  that  required  discounting. 

The  promises  of  princes  have  more  often  than  not  been  written  in  water.  It  was  a 
full  three  years  before  Buderus,  the  Landgrave’s  financial  manager,  was  empowered  to 
give  Meyer  Amschel  a chance  to  show  his  mettle.  After  1790  his  dealings  with  the  Court 
at  Cassel  increased.  While  this  meant  that  there  were  greater  opportunities  for  making 
money,  it  also  meant  that  the  coin  business  began  to  play  a smaller  part  in  Rothschild’s 
activities.  He  was  becoming  more  and  more  of  a banker. 

By  the  1790’s  the  times  and  the  men  were  about  to  come  together  in  Europe  to  pro- 
duce spectacular  results.  The  French  Revolution  had  overturned  the  old  order  and  its 
impact  extended  beyond  the  borders  of  France.  William  IX  of  Hesse  felt  himself  in  a 
peculiarly  vulnerable  position  because  war  on  a large  scale  endangered  his  great  wealth 
as  well  as  interfering  with  business.  In  1792  he  allied  himself  with  Austria  and  Prussia, 
only  to  find  French  troops  in  Frankfort  shortly  thereafter.  In  1795  he  followed  Prussia’s 
example,  prudently  withdrew  from  the  war,  and  profitably  resumed  his  renting  of  soldiers 
to  England.  Rothschild  and  his  rivals  were  fully  occupied  in  discounting  bills.  When  the 
French  conquered  Holland  in  1795  the  dominating  position  of  the  Amsterdam  Bourse 
disappeared  overnight  and  Frankfort  benefited.  The  Prince  of  Hesse  increased  his  loan 
business,  advancing  money  to  Crowned  heads  and  shopkeepers  with  admirable  impartiality. 
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At  the  same  time  Meyer  Amschel’s  activities  expanded  as  he  found  other  ways  to  make 
money.  His  property  had  been  assessed  at  2000  Gulden  for  over  20  years.  In  1795  this 
amount  was  doubled  and  in  1796  he  was  among  those  assessed  at  15,000  Gulden,  the 
highest  figure  adopted  for  tax  purposes. 

By  this  time  Rothschild  had  three  grown  sons  to  help  him  in  his  enterprises.  He 
had  taken  the  two  eldest,  Amschel  and  Solomon,  into  the  business  as  partners,  to  share 
equally  in  all  profits  and  losses.  The  third  son,  Nathan,  who  was  only  21  years  old  in  1798, 
felt  his  prospects  were  being  somewhat  limited  by  his  older  brothers.  A variety  of  op- 
portunities were  all  around  him.  The  war  was  causing  an  unprecedented  demand  for 
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English  goods.  He  believed  he  could  benefit  himself  and  the  family  interests  if  he  went 
to  England.  His  father  and  brothers  supported  him  in  his  decisions  in  every  way.  In 
1799  he  emigrated  to  Manchester  with  a capital  of  £20,000  or  250,000  Gulden.  With  the 
establishment  of  the  first  Rothschild  branch  in  London  in  1804,  (there  were  to  be  others 
in  Paris,  Vienna  and  Naples),  the  initial  phase  of  the  family  story  comes  to  a close.  As 
the  reader  has  seen,  however,  the  famous  Banking  family  might  never  have  risen  above 
the  level  of  prosperous  merchants  if  old  Meyer  Amschel  had  not  been  interested  in  coins 
as  a boy  and  used  Numismatics  to  go  on  to  bigger  and  better  things. 
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TERMS

DUTCH  TRADE  DUCATS 


Collectors  today  are  used  to  hearing  the  familiar  Dutch  gold  Ducat,  one  of  the  world’s 
most  enduring  coins,  described  as  a “Trade  Ducat”.  For  some  reason  the  idea  has  de- 
veloped that  these  coins  had  only  a specialized  use  in  primitive  Far  Eastern  economies. 
V e are  able  to  give  quotations  here,  from  Corti’s,  ‘‘The  Rise  of  the  House  of  Rothschild”, 
which  show  how  these  coins  were  used  in  19th  Century  Europe.  Russia’s  use  of  the  Ducat 
will  also  serve  to  explain  why  the  coin  was  struck  in  Russian  Mints  at  this  period,  as 
noted  in  the  description  of  some  of  the  pieces  listed  in  Coin  Galleries  Public  Auction 
Sale,  November  9th  and  10th,  1962. 


“He  (Rothschild)  was  careful  to  mention  that  he  had  already  been  entrusted  with 
a similar  transaction  by  Russia,  and  that  250,000  new  Dutch  Rand  ducats  which  were 
destined  for  Russia  had  already  been  deposited  with  his  firm. 


Austria  was  owed  three  hundred  thousand  Dutch  ducats  by  Russia  for  advances 
made  to  Russian  troops  during  the  Napoleonic  wars  and  accordingly  drew  bills  on  the 
Frankfort  firm  of  Rothschild,  which  were  due  in  December,  1817  and  January,  1818. 

The  brothers  Rothschild  further  offered,  in  conjunction  with  Gontard,  to  provide 
three  hundred  thousand  ducats,  at  five  percent  interest  and  one  percent  commission,  a 
few  months  before  the  due  date.”

FRENCH  MONETARY  LOSSES  DURING  THE  RUSSIAN  CAMPAIGN  IN  1812 

Napoleon’s  losses  during  his  disastrous  invasion  of  Russia  in  1812  have  generally  been 
recorded  in  terms  of  men  rather  than  money.  The  following  quotation  shows  how  im- 
portant coined  money  was  to  a large  army  in  those  days. 

‘‘Frankfort  was  particularly  interested  in  the  complete  collapse  of  Napol- 
eon’s schemes  on  the  practical  side.  It  is  true,  contents  of  the  secret  report  of 
the  paymaster  general  of  the  Grande  Armee  were  still  unknown.  He  had  set 
out  for  the  campaign  with  fifty-five  cartloads  of  cash,  drawn  by  four  horses 
apiece,  and  seventy-eight  clerks.  He  had  been  able  to  rescue  only  one  cart- 
load, containing  two  millions  in  gold,  which  he  hoped  to  get  safely  to  Konigs- 
berg,  but  he  was  not  even  prepared  to  guarantee  that.” 
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THE  HOUSB  OF  ROTHSCHILD  HANDLES  HARD  CASH 


We  are  so  used  to  the  system  of  checks  and  banking  credits  today  that  it  is  difficult 
to  realize  that  only  a century  and  a half  ago  payments,  even  of  large  sums  for  the  ac- 
counts of  Governments,  meant  the  use  of  actual  coin.  The  following  quotations  from 
Corti’s,  “The  Rise  of  the  House  of  Rothschild”  show  how  Nathan  in  London  used  the 
resources  of  the  family  to  support  Britain’s  war  effort  against  Napoleon  with  hard  cash. 
The  names  of  the  actual  coins  are  given.  In  this  connection  it  can  be  pointed  out  that 
John  Charles  Herries,  Commissary-in-Chief  of  the  British  Army,  was  responsible  for 
the  issue  of  the  1813  Military  Guinea  in  order  that  Rothschild  might  have  a supply  of  coin 
for  his  operations.  These  quotations  show  exactly  how  the  Military  Guinea  was  used  to 
support  Wellington  in  Spain. 

“Nathan  Rothschild  had  acquired  very  cheaply  a large  proportion  of  the 
bills  of  exchange  issued  by  Wellington,  and  proceeded  to  cash  them  at  the 
British  Treasury.  The  cash  which  he  thus  received  - generally  in  the  form  of 
guineas -he  sent  across  the  Channel  to  France,  where  it  was  received  by  one 
of  his  brothers,  generally  by  James,  but  in  1812  sometimes  by  Carl  or  Solomon, 
and  then  paid  in  to  various  Paris  banking  firms.  The  brothers  obtained  from 
the  Paris  bankers  bills  on  Spanish,  Sicilian,  or  Maltese  bankers,  and  they 
contrived,  through  their  business  connections,  to  get  these  papers  to  Welling- 
ton, who  duly  received  the  cash  from  the  bankers.  Thus  the  cash  sent  from 
London  actually  only  had  to  make  the  short  journey  from  London  to  Paris, 
and  thence  through  the  intricate  network  of  business  firms,  it  finally  reached 
the  English  commander  in  Spain,  through  the  heart  of  the  enemy’s  country. 

As  time  passed,  however,  the  supply  of  cash  and  precious  metal  began  to 
be  scarce,  even  in  England.  Nathan,  who  had  concentrated  his  attention  prin- 
cipally upon  business  in  specie  and  bills  of  exchange  since  the  blockade  had 
made  ordinary  commerce  so  difficult,  closely  watched  for  favorable  opportun- 
ities of  acquiring  any  consignments  of  specie  that  might  be  available.  When 
the  East  India  Company  once  offered  a considerable  amount  of  bullion  for 
sale,  Nathan  Rothschild  was  one  of  the  first  customers  in  the  field;  and  he 
was  able,  through  having  recently  received  large  sums  of  money  for  invest- 
ment from  the  Elector  of  Hesse  and  through  mobilizing  his  whole  credit, 
which  stood  very  high,  to  acquire  the  whole  of  this  stock  of  gold  for  himself. 

At  that  time,  John  Charles  Herries  was  Commissary-In-Chief,  an  office 
that  had  been  created  in  order  to  supply  both  the  British  army  at  home  and 
the  troops  fighting  on  the  Continent  with  the  necessary  funds.  The  British 
government,  and  especially  Herries,  were  in  the  greatest  distress. 

They  then  heard  of  Nathan  Rothschild’s  purchase  of  gold  from  the  East 
India  Company,  and  the  almost  unknown  man  who  had  acquired  it  was  sent 
for  by  the  treasury.  Nathan  sold  the  gold  to  the  government  at  a heavy 
profit,  and,  at  the  same  time  requested  that  he  should  be  commissioned  to 
convey  the  money  through  France  to  Wellington  in  Spain,  as  he  had  already 
been  doing  to  a limited  extent  at  his  own  expense,  asking  that  he  should 
now  do  it  on  a large  scale  on  account  of  the  British  government. 
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Very  substantial  sums  of  money  indeed  were  involved,  which  were  sent 
across  the  Channel  from  England  to  France,  as  is  shown  by  a letter  from 
James  in  Paris  to  Nathan  in  London,  dated  April  6,  1812,  which  was  inter- 
cepted by  the  Paris  police.  Nathan  had  at  that  time  sent  27,300  English 
guineas  and  2.002  Portuguese  gold  ounces  in  six  separate  instalments  through 
six  different  firms,  to  James  at  Gravelines.  James  acknowledged  the  receipt 
of  these  amounts,  and  of  bills  on  the  firms  of  Hottinguer,  Davillier,  Morel 
and  Faber,  to  the  amount  of  £65,798. 

All  these  transactions  were  carried  through  in  agreement  with  the  chief 
French  department,  and  Finance  Minister  Mollien.  He  was  flattering  him- 
self that  England  was  in  great  difficulties,  that  the  rate  of  exchange  was 
against  her.  and  was  constantly  getting  worse  through  the  drainage  of  gold, 
while  the  Bank  of  France  was  consolidating  its  position,  and  France’s  cur- 
rency stood  highest  in  the  world.  Meanwhile  gold  pieces  were  trickling 
through  in  complete  security,  under  the  eyes  and  indeed  under  the  protection 
of  the  French  government,  across  France  itself,  into  the  pockets  of  France’s 
arch-enemy,  Wellington.” 


When  Wellington’s  Army  advanced  over  the  Pyrenees  into  France  a new  set  of 
nonetary  problems  beset  him.  The  French  were  notorious  for  living  on  the  countries 
hey  had  conquered.  It  was  British  policy  to  conciliate  the  civilian  population  in  France 
n order  to  help  shorten  the  war.  This,  meant  that  the  Army  paid  cash  as  it  went  along, 
o the  great  satisfaction  of  the  French.  The  following  quotation  shows  how  the  House 
)f  Rothschild  supplied  Wellington  with  French  coin. 

‘‘The  technical  problem  in  1814  was  now  somewhat  different,  since  Well- 
ington attached  most  importance  to  being  supplied  with  French  currency. 

Nathan  Rothschild  thereupon  proceeded  personally  to  Holland  and  col- 
lected, in  close  cooperation  with  his  brothers,  the  French  metal  currency  with 
which  the  Continent  was  flooded,  but  which,  owing  to  the  blockade,  was 
naturally  unobtainable  in  England.  James  also  acquired  French  cash  on  the 
spot  in  Paris,  and  managed  to  smuggle  it  across  to  his  brothers  in  Holland. 

The  sums  thus  collected  were  then  shipped  from  the  Dutch  coast  to  Welling- 
ton’s headquarters,  this  transaction  becoming  easier  as  his  troops  advanced 
from  the  west  coast  of  France.  In  this  way,  a constant  stream  of  gold  and 
silver  in  current  French  coin  flowed  to  the  British  army,  which  was  thus 
enabled  to  pay  in  French  money,  whilst  the  allies,  advancing  from  the  east, 
were  deprived  of  any  such  cash  resources.” 


“Napoleon’s  return  (from  Elba  in  1815)  had  suddenly  upset  their  plans 
and  made  new  measures  necessary,  and  the  commissary-general  and  Nathan 
were  kept  exceedingly  busy.  In  the  campaign  against  the  bold  adventurer 
the  most  important  thing  was  to  raise  cash  and  especially  French  currency. 
As  they  could  not  obtain  French  coins  anywhere,  Herries  on  Nathan’s  advice 
had  gold  louis  minted  (in  London)  in  order  to  supply  the  armies.”

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BOOK  REVIEW 


This  last  summer  saw  the  re-publication  of  two  books  of  great  interest  to  the  col- 
lector of  Orders  and  Medals.  The  first  of  these  is  the  long  awaited  facsimile  edition  of 
(jritzner’s,  “handbuch  Der  Ritter  Und  Verdienstorden”,  a classic  in  the  field.  This  book 
was  first  published  in  1893  and  has  been  long  out  of  print.  Original  editions  are  collector’s 
items  in  themselves  and  have  sold  for  between  $35  and  $40,  a rather  stiff  price  to  pay 
these  days  when  the  cost  of  decorations  themselves  seems  already  high  enough  in  all 
conscience.  We  have  noted  that  one  foreign  source  has  offered  this  book  at  $14.50.  Coin 
Galleries  is  happy  to  be  able  to  undersell  the  competition  by  $3.00,  our  price  being  $11.50 
postpaid. 

For  those  not  yet  familiar  with  (jritzner,  we  can  say  that  it  is  a “must”  for  anyone 
interested  in  Orders,  even  though  he  does  not  read  German.  The  book  is  illustrated  with 
line  drawings  on  almost  every  page.  Most  of  these  drawings  show  an  architectural  ac- 
curacy. Every  country  in  the  prc-1914  world  from  Anhalt  to  Zanzibar  is  covered.  The 
German  State  Orders,  and  those  Orders  of  the  Italian  States  that  disappeared  in  1860  are 
described  and  illustrated  in  detail.  We  know  of  no  other  book  on  the  subject  that  crams 
so  much  information  between  two  covers  for  the  price. 

“British  Battles  and  Medals”  by  Major  L.  L.  Gordon,  the  newest  and  most  useful 
reference  for  the  specialist  in  British  War  Medals,  has  been  republished  by  the  author  in 
a third  and  considerably  enlarged  edition.  All  medals  are  shown  on  photographic  half 
tone  plates  and  there  is  a color  chart  of  ribbons  included.  If  the  medal  collector  has  a 
library  of  only  one  book,  it  should  be  Major  Gordon’s.  It  is  priced  at  $15.50  postpaid. 

The  Coin  Collector  whose  interest  extends  somewhat  beyond  the  four  Arabic  num- 
erals making  up  a date  will  find  some  good  reading  in,  “A  History  of  the  (iold  Sovereign”, 
by  Duveen  and  Stride.  Both  the  title  and  large  gold  sovereign  on  the  dust  jacket  of  this 
book  are  slightly  misleading  in  that  the  authors  have  interpreted  their  mission  very 
broadly  indeed.  They  do  not  confine  themselves  to  the  well  known  coin  of  the  19th  Cen- 
tury alone,  but  start  with  the  first  coin  called  a “sovereign”,  struck  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
VII.  Even  the  Guinea  series  is  covered  because  the  authors  feel  that  inasmuch  as  the 
original  Guinea  was  a 20  shilling  piece  it  too  can  be  properly  referred  to  as  a “sovereign". 

“A  History  of  the  Gold  Sovereign”  contains  much  interesting  information  the  Col- 
lector would  otherwise  find  scattered  among  the  various  sources.  Scarce  dates  are  listed. 
The  mint  records  of  the  number  of  sovereigns  struck  in  London  are  particularly  useful. 
Major  types  are  illustrated  by  half  tone  plates.  The  author’s  attention  to  background  and 
historical  detail  make  this  book  a pleasant  addition  to  any  Collector’s  library,  whether 
he  happens  to  be  directly  interested  in  the  particular  coins  dealt  with  or  not.  The  price 
is  a modest  $5.00  postpaid. 

The  problem  of  how  to  issue  a priced  catalogue  of  a major  series  which  won’t  be 
outdated  before  it  gets  off  the  press  has  been  neatly  solved  in  Kurt  Jaeger’s,  “Die 
Deutschen  Reichsmunzen  seit  1871.”  All  denominations  and  types  of  the  Imperial  German 
coinage  after  1871  are  clearly  illustrated  and  described.  The  basic  volume  is  accompanied 
by  a supplement  containing  tables  of  condition  and  rarity.  A printed  card  insert  quickly 
translates  the  information  in  these  tables  into  approximate  prices.  This  ingenious  system 
avoids  the  necessity  of  making  expensive  reprints  of  the  basic  text  to  keep  up  with 
price  changes.  The  cost  of  the  latest  paper  backed  edition  is  $4.10,  postpaid,  including 
the  price  list.
